1 s with other princes; he entered into a ſcheme 
of being an alliance, betwixt the r of 
Spain and the King of England. 
The other artifice the Prince made uſe of 
with the towns of Holland was, to endeavour to 
perſuade them, they were engaged to England by 
a ſolemn treaty, to be mutual guarantees with his 
Britannic Majeſty, of the treaties of Nimeguen ; 
and that they could not avoid performing, what 


they were in equity bound to, without being guilty f 


of a breach of juſtice to a great Prince, and even 
to themſelves. But I found means to ſnew the 
falſity of this reaſoning of the Prince of Orange's 15 
emi aries, as I have remarked above. 7 
I The third device, the Prince of Orange prac- 

tiſed, to have the act of guaranty with England 


ET paſſed, was to make it believed, that an alliance 


was to be made with France, at the ſame time 
Os en 
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when the act of guaranty ſhould be concluded. 3 
was for a long time apprehenſive, he would draw 
ſome advantage from this artifice : for people of 
little diſcernment were, eaſily let into a 9 5 
that this reconciled all things; and that the 

oOf France, as well as the King of England, would 
be thereby both eee at the ſame time, it is 
certain, if the Prince of Orange, under this pre- 
tence, had brought the league with England to a 
concluſion, he would never have allowed the ali 8 
ance with France, to come under conſideration; 
and though he had concluded theſe two treaties at 
the ſame time, (which was not his intention, for 
he only deſigned to make a feint, of propoſing the 
one, till the other ſhould be concluded, ) the alli- 
ance with France muſt have become uſeleſs, by 
means of the league with England, which would 
have always in the end — Penſionary 
Fagel remaining at the head of affairs. The Prince 
of Orange ſaw likewiſe, if the States refuſed to 
conclude the treaty of guaranty, he ſhould have 
it in his power, to get the alliance with France 
rejected, without r appearing to haue r 
hand therein. 

I then exerted myſelf to the utmoſt, to give the 
principal deputies of the towns, proper information 
upon this head, and to point out the ſnare laid for 
them; but not to repeat here, all I repreſented,

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The King was fully perſuaded of the Prince of 


Orange? s intentions, for I communicated all I could 
_ diſcover, by means of his creatures. I at the ſame 
time ſent intelligence, that one of his greateſt 


confidents had aſſured me, this Prince could have 


nothing in view more conſidera le, than the King- 

dom of England; and that it was not impoſſible, 
he might, very ſoon have pretenſions thereto: but 
if it was diſcovered, that he had a ſtrong and 
hearty attachment to the King df France, this 
would be ſufficient, to raiſe againſt him, the Par- 
liament and Commons of England; and in this 


| caſe, it would be extremely difficult for his Chriſ- 
tian Majeſty, to aſſiſt him againſt a whole preps; x 


or to maintain him in poſſeſſion of the crown. 
This obſervation makes it appear, upon what 


7 principle the Prince of Orange acted, and what | 


was to be expected from him; I was therefore ap- 

prehenſive, he would allow the time, for the aſ- 
 Tembly of Holland, to elapſe, without propoſing 
the alliance with ne if J left it wholly to his 
management: but I was no leſs afraid, if I ſhould 
preſent a memorial to the States General, he might 
then reproach the King, with miſtruſting him; and 


Hay if the affair had been left to his diſcretion, he

bability of ſucceſs. 

But what bart me Rill more was, i that 
the magiſtrates of Amſterdam flackened already, 


in the reſolution they had taken, to propoſe an . 


alliance with France. Tis true indeed, in place 


thereof, I prevailed on them to come into a pro- : 
_ pofal, which would have been ſtill more advan- 


tageous to the King, than the alliance, had they 


carried it into execution; that was to oppoſe the

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ſooting, and to demand a reduction of the forces. 
I now diſcovered, they had no longer the bold- 
neſs, to propoſe an alliance with France, becauſe 
| they dreaded too much, the Prince of Orange, 
and were not ſufficiently. afraid of France; this 
Prince having repreſented to them, and the other 
towns of Holland, that the States General had no 
reaſon to be afraid of a rupture; that the King 
meant only to intimidate them; but they might 
follow their own courſe, for his Majeſty had no 
intention of declaring war againſt them. 


I continued, notwithſtanding all theſe obſtacles, 


to work, as much as  poflible, upon the towns 
of Holland: and after having brought things 


to as favourable a ſituation as poſſible, I then ap- 


plied to the Prince of Orange, and ſpoke like- 
wiſe to Penfionary Fagel, to the ſame effect; 
the latter made anſwer, that the Prince of Orange, 
deferred making; the propoſal, till all obſtacles from - 


the towns ſhould be removed. Nevertheleſs. I was 


informed, that the towns would willingly conſent 
thereto: and the republicans, as well as I, were 
ſenſible the affair would ſpeedily be concluded, 


not only if the Prince of Orange ſhould propoſe 


it, but even if he ſhould do nothing elſe, than 
= thwart it underhand; but I alſo knew, and often 
ſignified to the King, that it would be impoſſible 
= to bring the affair to a happy iſſue, if the Prince of 
= Orange ſhould openly oppoſe it. 
| Before I proceed farther in what regards the

alliance, it may not be improper, to mention what 
1 wrote at this time, concerning the connections 
betwixt the Prince of Orange and Duke of Mon-

of Orange, defired he would give him a private

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of Mr. Sidney, who was following ther, the 
Duke of Monmouth ſhewed the Prince a letter he 
had juſt received from the King of England, where» 
in he aſſured him always a his friendſhip, and 
chat his exile ſnould not = of long continuance. 
The Prince of e aſked him the cauſe of his 


diſgrace ; to which mouth replied, that the 


King of England was defirous the Duke of York 


ſhould abſent himſelf, who had refuſed to agree 
to this, unleſs Monmouth ſhould alſo quit the King- 
dom ; he likewiſe informed the Prince of Orange, 
thatit was not the Duke of York who had done him 
the moſt prejudice, he not having ſufficient intereſt 
with the King of England for that purpoſe ; but 
that the Counteſs of Porzlmouth, the Lords Sun- 
derland, Eſſex, and Halifax, had brought: it about; 

and as to what the Prince of Orange aſked him, 

if the King had told him the reaſon of his baniſh» _ 
ment, he made anſwer, that his Britannic Majeſty 
had not explained himſelf upon that particular; 
adding, at the ſame time, tbe knew ſome. re- 
ports had been ſpread of his having ſet up preten-

Ibis Prince then aſked him, if he could depend up- 
on what he had ſaid, becauſe ſo long as he ſhould 
maintain ſuch pretenſions as were given out, he 
could not be. amongſt the numbers of his friends; 

and Monmouth . having aſſured him a-new, , 
having given him his word of honour, that he ne-

Pri nce of Orange ſtill

_ this was the greateſt advantage which could accrue 
to his Majeſty, from an alliance with the Dutch; 
and that a concluſion of the alliance at the preſent 


junAure, being ſuſſicient to juſtify them wholly, 
and to add to their authority, the Prince of Orange 


would ſind himſelf obliged to take other meaſures, 


and to follow maxims more advantageous to the 
State, and more conformable to the intereſt of 
France; but that ſuch an effect could not be ex- 


pected from the alliance, if it ſnould be afterwards 
made by the concurrence of the Prince of Oran 20 
when he ſhould be perhaps forced to it, by the 

bad ſituation of affairs in England; or when be 


ſhould underſtand that his authority was not in- 


compatible with an alliance with France, nor 
ſuch an alliance inconſiſtent with his views to Eng- 
land.

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and notwithſtanding the alliance with France, he 
would certainly turn the States General into the

"Phe (concluſion which thoſe perfons with whom 
J conferred, and efpecially the republican, drew 
from theſe conſiderations, was, that ſeeing every 
body was fenſible of the juſt caufe given his Ma- 
jeſty to be offended, and how favourable the con- 
juncture was, for him to purſue what meaſures he 
pleaſed; and the republican having himſelf been 
informed by one of the principal men of Amſter- 
dam, the laſt journey he made there; that the de- 
puties of this city would ſtrongly ſupport any com- 
plaint, which might be made with great juſtice _ 
againſt the expreſſions in regard to France, in- 
ſerted in the memorial given Mr. Sidney; it ſeem- 
ed therefore highly expedient, that this juncture 
ſhould be laid hold of, to prevent a memorial to 
the States General, ſetting forth how little their 
conduct anſwered thoſe proofs bf affection, his Ma- 
jeſty had given the States on all occaſions, and 
though the States General pretended, they had gi- 
ven no orders to their deputies to write or ſay ſuch 
things, or to their embaſſadors to avow them; it 
was neverthelefs a matter of too great importance, 
not to undeceive his Majeſty, and give him all pro- 
per fatisfaction. And fince his Majeſty, when he 
reflected upon the conduct the States had obſer- 
ved towards him, ſince the foregoing year, had 
great reaſon to doubt the ſincerity of their intenti- 
ons, he therefore deſired to have the affair once 
more explained, and that he could not better judge 
of their intentions, than by a categorical anſwer 
of the States, given by the determination of the 
whole provinees, in regard to what they had en- 2 
tered upon the year before, concerning the alliance. 10

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"This. republican did not however pretend it was 
neceſſary his Majeſty ſhould oblige l. mſelf to make 


very great menaces, but he was of opinion, that 
as all the advantage which could be derived from 
the preſent conjuncture depended on the appre- 
henſion which ſhould prevail in Holland of his 
Majeſty's reſentment, it was therefore abſolutely 
neceſſary to keep the States in this apprehenſion;

tions to come to an explanation upon this matter, 


with the Swediſh envoy, and I ſpoke to him upon 
it, as an affair to which I ſeemed to give no cre- 
dit. He told me I had the ſtrongeſt reaſon to be- 
lieve it intirely groundleſs; that he was perſuaded, 
nothing could tend ſo much to the ſolid advantage 
of his royal maſter, as to cultivate the friendſhip 
of his Chriſtian Majeſty ; that for this reaſon. b 
| ſhould have been extremely uneaſy, had he receiv- 
ed orders, which he was obliged to conceal from 


me; but on the contrary he could aſſure me, it 
was not ſo, and that he had orders to live with 


me, on the moſt amicable footing ; ; that he was 


willing J ſhould never look upon him as a man of 
honour, if they had any thoughts in Sweden, of 


making a treaty with the States, or if he had ever 
ſpoke to any perſon whatever, to that purpoſe. . 


Although this declaration wae ſo ftrong, that 


one could hardly doubt its ſincerity; yet 1 did not 


omit ſome days after, to inquire; of one of the firſt 


men of the State, whether this miniſter had pro- 
poſed an alliance, and I found that this. very per- 
. ſon to whom I applied, was one of three to whom 


he had actually. made the Propoſal, hugh: had been

5 Majeſty had ordered me to tell him; he received 
: with great reſpect what e himſelf f in Par-

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ticular, and was highly fatisfied, as to what con- 
cerned the well affected republicans in general. 
He infifted "nevertheleſs upon what he had already 
ſaid: and when I endeavoured to ſhew him, that 
the meaſures he adviſed, would be fo far from pro- 
moting our intereft, that the Prince of Orange 
would turn them to his advantage; he replied, that 
nothing elſe could be expected from the States Ge- 


neral, till this apprehenſion of his Majeſty Thould 


be greater, ſince the Prince of Orange would lead 
them on'in this manner, till a favourable opportu- 
ity ſhould preſent, when he might draw them in-

-T thought proper to conſider this matter fully, 
with ſome of the moſt able perſons in the repub- 
lic, and ſuch as had been in the government of 
1672; "they declared to me the weakneſs of the 
_ þrefent government; how the Prince of Orange 
> every day, uſurped more and more authority; the 
little hopes they had of being able to check him, 
without his Majeſty's aſſiſtance: the advantage of 
the preſent juncture, which would perhaps never 
again occur; the little appearance there was, what- 
ever ſtep his Majeſty ſhould take, that the Parlia- 
ment of England would come to an agreement 
with the King of Great Britain, or that the States 
would enter into engagements with this crown; 
the probability on the contrary, that before a year 


or two at moſt, the affairs of England would be 


ſettled; and whether the King of England or the 
Parliament gained the ſuperiority; the Prince of 
Orange would make an alliance with this crown ; 
and conclude the league he had hitherto not been 
able to accompliſh, that all the advances made by 
him to the King of England, were wholly owing 
to the hopes he had conceived, if the King — . 

Great Britain ſhould come to a good underſtand-

happen to be engaged in war, the Prince would 
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ing with his Parliament, that it would then be no 
difficult matter, to unite the States General to. 
England, and that the well affected republicans, 


who had openly oppoſed: this the foregoing year, 


would never-perhaps dare tc do ſo again, or would 
in vain attempt it at ſuch a juncture. | 


I told his Majeſty by. letter, that notwithſtand- 
ing theſe obſervations had been made to me by 
perſons of great underſtanding, yet I had not hi- 


therto thought there was any neceſſity for commu- 
nicating them to him, becauſe they were almoſt 
the ſame in ſubſtance as I had before the honour 


of writing to him, from the famous republican; 


but that now I thought myſelf obliged. to do it, 


becauſe two of the moſt rich and conſiderable 


merchants in Holland, one of whom intirely 
governed his town, had viſited me the fore- 
going evening, and talked tod the ſame effect 


which tho” contrary to the intentions of his Ma- 
jeſty, yet the affair appeared to me of ſuch im- 


portance, that I looked upon myſelf in duty bound 
to give an account thereof: They ſignified to me, 
if his Majeſty was deſirous to form a cloſe con- 
nection betwixt France and the States General, 
and to have commerce carried on betwixt his 


ſubjects and the Dutch, that he had no other 


method to accompliſh this, but by changing the 
preſent adminiſtration; for ſo long as the Prince 
of Orange continued to be the ruling perſon, he 
would ineline the States to the intereſt of Eng- 
land; and even when he could not do this, he 
would at leaſt prevent their entering into any mea- 


ſures with France; and when his Majeſty ſhould - 


always have it in his power to force the States in- 
to whatever meaſures he pleaſed. That tho the

the worſt that could befal him would be, that he 
muſt remain in his preſent ſituation, till a more 
favourable juncture ſhould re-eſtabliſh his hopes in 
England, or a new war oblige the States General 
to take patt therein, and place him at the head 
of their forces. ; 
Thus, whatever conduct his Ma; jeſty ſhould 5 
purſue, or whatever war he ſhould be engaged 
in, the particular intereſt of the Prince of Orange 
would always lead him to biaſs the States againſt 
France; and ſuch was the weakneſs of the States, 
that it could not be expected they ſhould act with 
any degree of vigour; at a time too, when the 


could hardly feel the effects of his Majeſty's pro- 


tection, when he would be involved in ſo many 
wars: It was true indeed, that all honeſt per- 
ſons who wiſhed well to their country, declared, 
they would not ſuffer thiugs to go on at the Prince 
's pleaſure; but that after the prooſs 
given of their want of reſolution, they were by 
no means to be depended upon. That his Ma- 


jeſty therefore had no other quicker or more cer- 


tain means, than to make the republic again feel 
the effects of having diſpleaſed him. That the- 
undertaking, ſo ſar from being more difficult than 
in 1672, was on the contrary, more ealy. That 


the Prince of Orange had indeed more experienced 
troops, but that the people and all the merchants 


were now more irritated againſt him, than they 
had been againſt the government in 1672. At 
that time they had been made to believe, their 
miniſters had betrayed them to France, and that 


under a new government they ſhould not pay 
above half the uſual taxes; but they were now 


ſenfible they had been greatly impoſed upon, ſince 


- fince 
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ſince the peace, than ever before. That more 

than a hundred thouſand families, who payed all 
the expences of the State, and who had no ſhare 
in the government, wiſhed for a change; and 
that if his Majeſty would only begin the march of 
his troops, they would reſuſe to furniſh the wenn 
ſubſidies. 

That theſe perſons ainly diftovehed from the 
bad management of the public finances ſince the 
peace, that the Prince of Orange intended to im- 
poveriſh them, that he might the more eaſily be- 
come their maſter; and ſince they muſt have one, 
they choſe rather to have a mighty King who 
would protect them, than to be under a PROP | 
tyrant, who oppreſſed them. : 

That provided his Majeſty. would | convince 
them, that his intentions were only to reſtore them 
to liberty, and allow them to enjoy it, he might 
put them in ſuch a ſituation for the future, that 
they would never ſwerve from his intereſt; he 
might then diſpoſe of their naval forces as he 
thought proper, and have his ſubjects admitted to 
a ſhare of the comwerce of the States. 

I added, that they had given me to underſtand. 
they did not ſpeak "hl of themſelves, as a thing 
they had framed of their own imagination; but 
they knew the truth thereof, from their correſpon- i 


dences in all the towns of Holland. They ic 


might be urged as an objection againſt what they 
had advanced, that in 1672, (When his Majeſty 
had made ſuch conſiderable progreſs). the States 
General did not even then enter into ſuch conditi- 
ons of peace as thoſe they now propoſed to me; but 
they remarked this great difference, that the per- 
ſons who then entered upon the government were 
attached to the Prince of Ohe that * for 
war, and againſt Franſgse.

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That M. Croot told one of theſe merchants, 
with whom he was intimately acquainted, that 
when he went envoy to his Majeſty, he dreaded 
the conſequence of his negotiation; for he dared 
not take any ſtep of importance, not withſtanding | 
the full power with which he was inveſted; be- 
cauſe he doubted whether he ſhould have this au- 
thority a quarter of an hour after his departure 
from the Hague; and he knew not, but at the ve-- 
time when he ſhould enter into any engagement 
with his Majeſty, the States General might have 
altered their ſentiments. But at preſent things 
were quite different ; for no ſooner ſhould his Ma- 
jeſty have entered into the Low Countries, than 
thoſe in the government would be expelled ; and 
ſuch as ſould ſucceed in the adminiſtration, de- 
pending intirely on his Majeſty's protection, would 
ſue for peace upon what terms he pleaſed. That 
if he would undertake this affair, they promiſed” 
to procure him ſuch intelligence as was neceſſary, 
in order to inform him exactly what happened within 
the republic, that he might be thereby enabled to 
take proper meaſures, and that they would pur- 
ſue ſuch a conduct in all the towns as ſhould be 
agreeable to his Majeſty's intentions. | 
Theſe gentlemen puſhed the matter ſo . to 
ſay, if his Majeſty ous not undertake this war, 
from an apprehenſion that England might again 
unite with the Dutch, they ſhould then for ever be

That this Prince did not in the 
leaſt ſuſpect any attack on the States, and there- 
fore turned all his thoughts to ſecure the 
Netherlands; but that his Majeſty could not reaps 
ſuch advantages by beginning the attack on that 
quarter, for the alarm thence ariſing, not being 
ſufficient to raiſe a general revolt againſt t the Prince 
of Orange, or to bring about a change in the ad- 
miniſtration, the Prince of Orange would {tilF | 
remain ſovereign, and no doubt prevail upon the 
States General to ſuccour the Low Countries 
and in the courſe of ſuch a war, he would have 
time to deliberate cooly, and would not be with- 
out means to eſtabliſh his authority, ſince he would 


not be troubled with the management of this 


war, on the contrary, it would wholly redound 
to his glory: But that which they ſollicited his

As I took care to be punctually more, not 
only of all the ſteps the Prince of Orange took” 


againſt the King's intereſt, but alſo of his conver- 
ation, and the reaſons he advanced to the States 


General to engage them againſt France, that his 


Majeſty being apprized thereof, might be more 


enabled to give proper orders. I diſcovered that 
the Prince of Orange had then a deſign, which he 
intended to put immediately in execution, in caſe 
the States General ſhould come to a rupture with 
his Majeſty, viz: to prohibit the importation of 
corn, wine, faſt, or any commodity from France: 
He imagined France would be thereby greatly 
diſtreſſed, and rendered unable to carry on a war 


of any continuance. 


L informed our court alſo, that two of the prin- 
Cipal perſons in the State had acquainted me, that

think ſeriouſly of following different meaſures ; 


in a private conference he afterwards fignified to 

the deputies of Friezland and Groningen, that 
notwithſtanding it was contrary to their intereſt 
to come under the ſubjection of England, and 
ſubmit to the Prince of Orange, yet, as they 
ſeemed in France reſolved to Teftroy the prote- 
ſtant religion, it would be better in the end to

The Prince of Orange and Penſionary Fagel, 
who had not yet endeavoured to avail themſelves 
of the complaints of the Spaniards, to induce the 
States General to come into their meaſures, (hav- 
ing indeed no proſpect of ſucceſs) now conceived 
great hopes, eſpecially. as the provinces of Friez- 
and and Groningen had broke off from the inte- 

reſt of France; and they began to declare pub- ; 
_ lickly, that nothing but war would be expected, 
and meaſures ought to be taken accordingly. 

The Daniſh envoy at the fame time told me, 
that M. Van Lewen had taken notice to him of 
the treatment which the Hugonots had received in 
France, ſaying, that they were not ſuch an in- 
conſiderable body, their numbers amounting to 
1600000 ſouls, according to their printed memo- 
rials. He informed me likewiſe, that this gentle- 
man greatly exaggerated the King's pretenſions on 

he Spaniards; and ſaid, it now remained no 


onger a doubt, chat France wanted to break

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the: peace, and ſince this was, the caſe, ee 
a treaty of guaranty ought to be inſtantly. made

There was not even the famous republic fo. 


ſtic government in this republic, who took no 
particular intereſt in the affairs of the Hugonots of

There was not even he, I ſay, but was 
diſturbed at this juncture, He came poſt to the 
Hague to inform me, that the States General 
were fully perſuaded we wanted to extirpate the 


proteſtant religion in France; and this notion was 


ſo deeply riveted in the minds of the people, that 
thoſe who were concerned in the government, or 


who. ſtood well affected to his Chriſtian Majeſty, 
would be in great danger, if they ſhould but men- 


tion an alliance with France; in ſhort, if they 
made ſuch an union, it would be contrary to the 
inclinations of their allies, and muſt weaken the 
proteſtant party; and they would thereby render 
it more eaſy for his Majeſty to extend the popiſh 


religion, as far as he er the terror of his arms. 


This man added likewiſe, that he could give 


no ſatisfactory anſwer to ſuch. perſons as, except-

and he gave orders to Penfionary Fagel, to lay" 
the foundations thereof during his abſence. : He 
was perſuaded that all other means having failed, 
he had now found an infallible method to en- 
gage the United Provinces. I was ſoon informed 
of this, and ſent intelligence thereof to our court, 
_ Auguſt" 14, 1681. It happened at this time, 
that the Parliament of England ardently wiſned 
for war upon another account. They wrote their 
friends in Holland, that they wiſhed for nothing 
more, than to ſee the King of England engaged 
in war; for if he was once imbarked in ſuch an. 
undertaking, they would not conſent to furniſh; 
him with money, till he ſhould ſubmit to their 
conditions. N 
The Prince alf Gn darin prota bem 
England, Auguſt 22d, told the States General, 
. the King of Great Britain had ſent for him 
to conſult meaſures about the late ufurpations of 
his Chriſtian Majeſty in the Netherlands. He 
aſſured the States of the friendſhip of his Britan- 
nic Majeſty, and that there was no colluſion, nor 
ſecret underſtanding betwixt the Kings of France 
an . that his Britannic Majeſty was

Low Countries; but that the remedies he in- 
tended for this miſchief were ſlow in operation, 
becauſe of the divifions betwixt him and his Par- 
liament.

I received intelli igence the ſame day, Auguſt 22, i 
by a very ſure and ſecret channel, thatthedepu- 
ties in fecret affairs had had a private conference 
with the Swediſh envoy, in regard to a treaty of 
guaranty. I took all poſſible care to be informed 
of the truth of this piece of intelligence, and to 
diſcover the event of this affair. 

I was fully fatisfied, the 7th of Novenber, 1. 
ing informed that the Prince of . when 
in England, had wrote to Penſio agel, that 
he had found the King of England very well dif- 
poſed, but he durſt not yet declare himſelf open- 
ly ; and he gave it as his opinion, that the alliance 
with Sweden, which bad been before rejected, 
ſhould now be taken under conſideration. That 
Penſionary Fagel, after a conference with "the 
Swediſh envoy, had privately ſpoke to ſome of the 
deputies of the towns of Holland, and repreſented 
to them, that Sweden offered to mute an alliance 
with the States; that the Princes of Brunſwic 
ſtrongly ſollicited the ſame thing; and that even 


the fame effect, if he thought the States would 
accept thereof; ſo that it was in their own po-Wer 
to hinder the King of France from making himſelf 
maſter of the Spaniſh Netherlands, and they had 
ſurely no room to doubt the little affection he had 
for the proteſtant religion. The Prince of Orange 
had privately the fame diſcourſe with many per.

.Clauſe was likewiſe to take effect againſt thoſe 


Who, tho' not entered into the confederacy, ſhould 

diſturb the peace of Chriſtendom, and Kluſe to 
ſubmit to the judgment of the Confederates. 

Tis eaſy to perceive, that the Prince of Orange 


imagined if the King entered into this treaty of 


aſſociation, he would thereby form a ſort of en- 


gagement with the confederates ; and if he ſhould 


refuſe, he would then give ſome cauſe to all the 
powers in Chriſtendom, eſpecially the States Ge- 
neral, to believe, that he had deſigns which tended 


to net the peace of Europe. 


This propoſal was at firſt rejected by the depu- 


ties of Amſterdam, who ſaid they could not enter 
into any. treaty, after the declaration made two

I diſcovered only, by means of 
a Burgomaſter of Amſterdam, that he had been in 
their city, and having dined with two or three of 
. - their Burgomaſters, who had the chief management 
of affairs, amongſt whom was he who gave me this 
f intelligence, after a good deal of talk upon other 
matters he had aſſured them, the Elector of Bran- 
denburg would enter into every meaſure conducive 
to the intereſt of the Republic, if they would pro- 
miſe that Prince ene the Elector of Branden- 
burgh's ſecond ſon by his firſt wife, ſhould be ſuc- 
ceſſor to the Prince of Orange in his honours and 
preferments; but theſe gentlemen rejeQing this 
propoſal with great indignation, the affair was. puſh- 
ed no farther.

They did not however determine whether they
